Voting Machine Ready For Practice 
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Municipal voters are urged to 
find out the ward in which they re- 
side and just where residents in that 
ward are assigned to vote. There are 
still voters who aren't aware that 
they have a new place to vote in 
city elections, following the federal 
lawsuit allowing for single member 
districts. Registered voters can 
check the voter's list published in 
the last issue of The Elba Clip- 
per to determine their ward. Newly 
registered voters can find out 
from the supplemental list to be 
published in the August 18 issue of 
the newspaper or by checking with 
city hall. 

Ward 1 residents will vote at the 
old Mulberry school; Ward 2 voters 
will vote at the Army Reserve Cen- 
ter on Claxton Avenue; Ward 3 vot- 
ers will vote in the recreation build- 
ing at the old city pool, just across 
the river bridge; Ward 4 voters will 
cast their ballots at the public li- 
brary; and Ward 5 citizens will vote 
at the National Guard Armory on 
Airport Road. 

Handicap ramps are being pre- 
pared at each of these facilities and 
there will be one voting machine at 
each location. There is also one lo- 
cated at city hall prior to the elec- 
tion to benefit those who want lo 
practice with the machines.

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Elba School Board Reviews Money 


The Elba City Schoo! Board met 
Tuesday evening in a meeung post- 
poned from last Thursday. Such a 
delay is not unusual when the meet- 
ing falls early in the month and the 
financial reports are not ready. 

A review of the financial state- 
ment revealed a drop in ending bal- 
ance of the General Fund of 
$20,000 but after Superintendent 
Lamar Foley reviewed the state- 
ment, board members were satisfied 
that the amount was for pre- 
approved one time expenditures. 
They also noted the balance was 
much larger than the $21,000 they 
had at the beginning of school one 
year ago. 

A report of the status of the 
child nutrition program was pre- 
sented by Roland Powell who noted 
the summer feeding program operat-

ed by the school for the City ot 
Elba had been a success. He said 
they served 19,343 meals in forty 
days, for an average of 483 a day 
and it could be larger next year with 
a little more effort and planning 
Powell also reported on the 
opening of bids for supplies in the 
lunchrooms for the coming year. 
Milk and bread will be cheaper next 
year by 14% and 12% respectfully 
Meats will vary, with pork down 
7% and beel up 6%, Chicken and 
fish will remain stable while vege 
tables will be up 12% to 15%. The 
milk will be bought from Dairy 
Fresh, the bread from Flowers Bak- 
ing Co. who will use USDA fur 
nished flour, Elba Packing Co. W. 
J. Powell and Springfield Foods 
will supply the other needed foods, 
The School Board accepted a ree- 


City Council Approves List Of 
Municipal Election Officials 


The Elba City council is ex- 
pecting a check for $20,000 within 
the next few days from the French 
firm holding the lease on the hydro 
plant on Pea River South of Elba. 

City Clerk D, M. English toid 
the council Monday evening that he 
had been in telephone contact with 
the head of the firm that day and the 
company was wiring the funds to 
their lawyer in Dothan for transfer 
to the City of Elba. An additional 
$40,000 will be due within 60 
days. 

The council approved payment 
of bills totaling $16,036.52 and ap- 
pointed election officials for the up- 
coming city elections. A legal no- 
tice appears elsewhere in this issue 
of The Elba Clipper listing 
these officials. 

Mayor Bob English told council 
members of the major items caus- 


ing the bills to exceed the sixteen . 


thousand, They included League of 
Municipalities dues of $920; chem- 
icals at $1772; bush hog repair at 
$1095; -telephone bill of $656.00; 
street sweeper repair at $2024.00: 


two walkie talkies at $891.00; 
cleaning chemicals at $1326; gas 
and oil at $1082 and diffusers at 
$898. These totaled $10,664 of the 
$16,036.52 approved for payment 
by the council. 

Police Chief John White report- 
ed two incidents over the weekend 
that were unusual. One happened 
Saturday night at the dam in which 
a car was vandalized. He said the 
police department expected an arrest 
this week in that matter. A case of 
bad driving on Highland Drive was 
reported Sunday. The chase ended in 
an arrest, but not before a car left 
the road and did some damage in the 
yard of the Methodist parsonage. 

Councilman John W. Sharpless 
asked Chief White about the possi- 
ble need for a "door shaker" to pa- 
trol the downtown business area on 
foot at night. White said it had been 
discontinued prior to him becoming 
chief, but he personally didn’t think 
it Was practical. However he agreed 
to discuss the matter with council 
members and report back on the 
possibility of renewing the practice. 


ommendation that the price of 
meals remain the same for the next 
year.

The board also hired Donna McCol- 
lough to teach social studies.

The board heard a request from 
the City of Elba that an old block 
building at Mulberry be torn down 
because it has become an cyesore. 
The board members noted they had 
no opposition to this if the city 
would remove it alt no cost to the 
board. 


After a lengthy discussion of the 
many problems with funding etc. 
the board tabled any action on the 
amount charged for using school 
busses off their regular route. Pres- 
ently the records call for charging 
50¢ a mile plus the pay of the driv- 
er. However, Foley said that in ac- 
tual practice, nothing was being 
charged for mileage. 

Liability insurance for school 
busses was purchased from Pinckard 
and Sharpless at a price of 
$2932.50, a saving of over $1,000 
from the previous year when the in- 
surance was bought from a special 
state school board trust fund. Lia- 
bility insurance for personnel, in- 
cluding board members, teachers 
and students will continue to be 
bought from the trust fund at a cost 
of about $2758.00.

ASCS Offers Farmers Advice 
To Prepare For Pending Drought Aid 


Farmers should prepare now to 
apply fer drought aid so they will 
be rea’: « show eligibility after 
pending jcgislation is enacted, ac- 
cording to Jesse Anderson, Chair- 
person of the Coffee County ASC 
Committee. 

"We probably won't have the de- 
tails of drought assistance for sever- 
al weeks", Anderson said. but there 
are some things producers can do to 
help make sure they get the benefits 
of any new legislation. 

"For example, appraisals and bin 
measurements will be made when 
necessary by ASCS on drought- 


damaged crops before they are de- 
stroyed or harvested to salvage for 
feed", Anderson said, Producers may 
have to leave representative strips 
for appraisals if they are unable to 
wait for an ASCS appraisal. 

Production records for nonpro- 
gram crops, such as fruits, vegeta- 
bles and other commercial crops 
should be maintained for the current 
and previous years. 

"The bottom line," Anderson 
said, "is don't destroy any evidence 
you may need later to prove your 
eligibility for benefits."

A young pitcher who entered the 
majors had such a blazing fastball 
that he didn't think he needed to 
work on his control, his change-up 
or his curve. Consequently, he 
failed to make the grade and was 
sent back to the minor leagues. 

Winston Churchill failed twice 
to achieve an elected office during 
the early 1920's and had little polit- 
ical influence all through the 
1930's, But he kept developing his 
talents, and in 1940 he became the 
prime minister of England. Today 
he is acclaimed as a great hero. 

The apostle Paul had planned to 
go to Rome to preach the gospel as 
a free man, but he was taken as a 
prisoner instead. It looked as if he 
had failed to achieve his noble am- 


bition, In his place of confinement, 
however, he witnessed to the guards 
with such persuasion that most of 
them were converted, and from his 
prison he penned some of his out- 
standing epistles. That's why he 
could write to the Christians in 
Philippi that everything had turned, 
out for the advancement of the Gos-’ 
pel (V12). 

When our carefully laid plans 
fizzle, let's not give up. Instead, 
let's analyze our failure and take ap- 
propriate action, If we discover that 
we blundered, we correct our mis- 
takes by the grace of God. If we are 
able to trace our lack of seeming 
success to circumstances beyond 
our control, let's ask God to teach 
us what He wants us to learn and 
trust Him to bring good out of our 
disappointments. A failure then be- 
comes a stepping-stone to success.

4:32, the early church "had all things 
common." Should the church today 
follow this example?

The book of Acts describes life within the early church. Acts 2 veus us 
of the beginning of the Lord's church, as 3,000 were added to the church by 
being baptized for the remission of their sins. There was. great love and gen- 
erosity among the members of the Jerusalem church, "And all that believed 
were together, and had all things common; and sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, as every man had need" (Acts 2:44 - 45). 
"And the multitude of them that believed were of one heart and of one soul: 
neither said any of them that ought of the things which he possessed was 
his own; but they had all things common" (Acts 4:32), 

Some have suggested that this description of the church in Jerusalem is 
a description of communism. It was not communism, which is a political 
system by which the state owns all possessions, and allows the individual 
to renee what the state wants him to possess. The situation in the church 
in Jerusalem was one in which the members of the church voluntarily shared 
what they had with one another. They “believed and had all things com- 
mon," but this does not mean that they all lived together, and gave up all of 
their individual property. There were 3,000 members on that first day of 
Pentecost, and the church grew daily. They certainly were not all living in 
one house. < 

The key to their having “all things common” was that they shared their 
possessions so that every man could have his needs met. Many sold houses 
and possessions, and laid the money at the apostles feet (Acts 4:34 - 35), 
but all did not sell everything, because Barnabas is singled out for his gene- 
rosity (Acts 4:36 - 37), Possessions were sold, and money given to meet 
real needs, Each member considered his possessions to be held in trust for 
the needs of the church. This is an example of true Christian stewardship. 
Whenever a Christian is in need, his brethren should care for him. 

The situation in the Jerusalem church was somewhat of an emergency. 
Multitudes of Jews had come to Jerusalem for Pentecost, and had become 
Christians. They were receiving their first instruction in the gospel, and 
were not prepared to leave, Later they scattered to carry the message to the 
world. No other New Testament church was said to have all things com- 
mon, but a willingness to give continued. We are told of the Christians in 
Antioch: "every man according to his ability, determined to send relief to 
the brethren which dwelt in Judea" (Acts 11:29), The church must have the 
same spirit of sharing, but is not commanded to have "all things common," 
or sell all property to give to the church.

Pete Kelley Resigns 
Coaching Position At Kinston 


The rich history of Kinston 
High School basketball turned the 
page to another chapter last week 
when Coach Pete Kelley announced 
his resignation to accept the posi- 
tion of assistant principal at Anda- 
lusia High School. 

Kelley came to Kinston in 1975 
after a short coaching stint at Sam- 
son and in 13-years at the Bulldog 
helm led his teams to an overall 
record of 244 wins and 122 losses, 
including a stretch of five straight 
20-win seasons from 1979 through 
1983 and a state championship in 
1981. Kelley also served as the ath- 
letic director at the Class 1A school 
and just last year revived the Bull- 
dog baseball program and served as 
head coach. 

"When I came to Kinston 13- 
years ago I was nervous, apprehen- 
sive and uncertain, kind of like I am 
now about the move to Andalusia,” 
stated Kelley during a recent conver- 
sation. "It was scary to be going 
somewhere and not know many 
‘people, but the move turned out to 
be the right one 13-years ago and I 
think it will be the right one again 
now.” 

When asked to think back to his 
first year at Kinston, Kelley never 
hesitated and said "We had a center 
who was about 6'3" and wore thick 


. glasses and in our first game of the 


season in a tipoff tournament we 
lost to Straughn, not the best way 
to start as a coach! That first season 


* wasn't that bad; however, as we 


went on to post a 17-11 record and 
it was during that very first season 


that I discovered that there was 
something special about the sport 
of basketball and the people of 
Kinston.” 

"It's hard to put ) ar finger on 
it," said Kelley, "but I guess it all 
goes back to the winning tradition 
established long before | arrived. 
When basketball season arrives at 
Kinston everybody at the school 
and the community gets a little ex- 
cited and it just seems like everyone 
pulls together. The kids are basical- 
ly the same as anywhere else, but at 
Kinston it seems they grow up lov- 
ing basketball and it shows in the 
way they play the game." 

"The highlight of my coaching 
career at Kinston had to come in 
1981 when we won the state cham- 
pionship," remembered Coach Kel- 
ley. "We had a number of very good 
teams prior to the '81 team and in 
1980 had an outstanding team that 
lost to Red Level in the tourney. 
The '81 team played a very difficult 
schedule and of its losses, seven 
were to New Brockton and Enter- 
prise. I remember every single 
thing that happened from the time 
we left Kinston until the time we 
got back and will never forget the 
excitement the state title brought to 
our city and all of Coffee County." 

"I have been thinking about get- 
ting out of coaching for a number 
of years," admitted Kelley, "and 
there were a number of reasons. The 
main reason was that I took the 
games too serious. It got where I 
couldn't sleep after we lost and 
couldn't sleep after we won. I was 
just too involved in the games and 
it wasn't good for my health to stay 
in the game any longer. The game 
has changed a lot in recent years and 
while we have adapted with the 
changes, it just isn't as much fun as 
it used to be. The kids would rather 
ride three-wheelers, talk on the 
phone or watch ver's than sweat in 


the gym and all the actors simply 
added up to me needing to get out." 

"I have been around basketball 
all my life and have been a part of a 
team since I was in the sixth grade 
and got my first uniform," said Kel- 
ley. "There is no doubt I'll miss 
basketball and miss Kinston, but 
I'll always be a basketball fan and 
always be a booster of Kinston 
Bulldog basketball." 

_"T've enjoyed the past 13-years at 
Kinston,” stated Kelley, "and the 
people have been fantastic to me 
and my family. We'll take a lot of 
memories with us when we leave 
that no one can ever take away and 
we will cherish our years in Kins- 
ton and in the county ¢ystem forev- 


er. 

"I was contacted two-years by 
Andalusia and discussed the possi- 
bility of becoming a principal," 
said Kelley, "but decided the time 
wasn't right to leave. Last week I 
got a call from the principal at An- 
dalusia and the next day went to the 
school to meet with him and the 
other school officials. I thought 
about the job over the weekend and 
on August | called to tum down the 
offer, I talked with the people later 
in the day and at 5:30 that afternoon 
accepted the job and was hired that 
night by the school board, I will be 
the assistant principal at Andalusia 
High School and will be employed 
on a 12-month contract. The job de- 
scription is too long to jot down, 
but I will have definite responsibili- 
tics and the position will offer me a 
chance for advancement in the field 
of administration. I feel my future 
is in administration and I'll leave 
the coaching to the younger guys." 

Coach Pete Kelley will not be 
easily replaced and his chapter in 
the basketball record books will be 
around for ever, but the time has 
come to hang up the sneakers and 
all in Kinston wish Kelley the best 
of luck. 


New Sports 
Service Offered 
At ESJC 


Attention area coaches! Athletic 
programs at schools throughout 
southeast Alabama will benefit 
from a new service that will be of- 
fered through Enterprise State Jun- 
ior College beginning August 9. 

The service is a cooperative ef- 
fort between ESJC and the Hugh- 
ston Sports Medicine Foundation, 
Inc., of Columbus, Georgia. 

Twice a month a team of spe- 
cialists from the Hughston Clinic 
will visit the ESJC campus to pro- 
vide free examinations of athletic 
injuries for local junior high, senior 
high and college teams. If the exam 
reveals a need for medical treatment, 
the student will be referred to their 
family physician. 

The purpose of the program is 
two-fold. 

"First," stated Kenny Howard, 
director of Sports Relations for the 
Hughston Sports Medicine Founda- 
tion, "we hope to be able through 
early diagnosis to prevent many 
athletic injuries and illnesses." 

The Hughston Clinic personnel 
will also be gathering information 
for a study on the effects of athlet- 
ics on the aging process.

The abuse of elderly or disabled 

adults is a growing problem, a 
problem of which most people are, 
not aware, 
_ "Reports of abuse, neglect, and 
financial exploitation of adults are 
increasing every year," said Coffee 
County Department of Human Re- 
sources Director Ron Smith, 

"We expect these reports to in- 
Crease in number as the public 
learns more about this tragedy and 
as the population becomes older." 

In 1987, the Department of Hu- 
man Resources received more than 
5,200 reports of elderly abuse state- 
wide. This was a 24 percent in- 
crease over 1986, The Coffee Coun 
ty Department of Human Resources 
received 75 reports of elderly abuse 


last year, but Smith says the prob- 
lem is greater than this.

Smith said the most serious and 
dramatic cases involve physical 
abuse, but neglect and exploitation 
are more common. Neglect results 
when an elderly or disabled person 
carinot care for himself and there is 
no one around who is able or will- 
ing to provide adequate care, 

The most common example of 
financial exploitation is when 
someone--often a relative--steals an 
elderly or disabled adult's Social Se- 
curity or pension check. 

"Human Resources can provide 
protective services to these adults if 
we are aware of the situation,” said 
Smith. "If you suspect that an adult 
is being abused, neglected, or ex- 
ploited, call us at 897-3424." In ad- 
dition, the Governor's Task Force 
on Elderly Abuse maintains a state- 

wide toll-free elderly abuse houine. 
The number is 1-800-458-7214, 
Reports may also be given to the 
police or sheriff's department. 

Persons who report are immune 
under state law from any criminal 
or civil liability that could result, 
and callers may remain anonymous 
if they wish. Physicians and other 
health care providers are required by 
law to report suspected cases of 
abuse.

PARENTS, CHILDREN 
AND DRUG ABUSE

In an age of heightened concern 
about substance abuse among ado- 
lescents, we often wonder what can 
be done to stem the tide. 

A study at the University of Cal- 
ifornia at Los Angeles, assessed the 
impact of parenting styles on sub- 
stance use during childhood and ado- 
lescence. After accounting for age, 
they found that those least likely to 
drink and use other drugs typically 
had an emotionally close relation- 
ship with their fathers, received 
guidance and advice from their 
mothers, and were expected to com- 
ply with family rules. this was true 
regardless of gender, ethnic or soci- 
oeconomic variation, 

This research suggest, along 
with several other studies, that par- 
ents can best exercise preventive 
control over their children's sub- 
stance use by: (1) developing close 
relationships with their children; (2) 
setting limits; and (3) by offering 
loving counsel and advice,

mended fungicide to control it (Ter 
raclor). Terraclor at 100 pounds per 
acre has proven that it will do the 
job on white mold, but it's expen- 
sive to treat for a disease that may 
or may not occur. To offset this 
risk, an increasing number of grow- 
ers have used Lorsban, and insecti- 
cide used for lesser cornstalk borer 
control, but one that suppresses 
white mold, as well. 

Recently, white mold suppres- 
sion was added to the labels of Mo 
cap and Dyfonate, which along with 
Lorsban, are soil-applied insecti 
cides, In a three-year test, Auburp 
researchers compared the fungicidal 
activities of the three insecticides 
with each other, with Terraclor, and 
with non-treated check plots. In 
terms of white mold suppression, 
measured by the number of “hits” 
or individual feet of row with one 
or more diseased plants, all the in- 
secticides were comparable to Terra- 
clor. Of the insecticides, Lorsban 
had the fewest hits over the three 
year test (6.7 per 100 feet of row) 
and Dyfonate had the highest (8.8 
hits per 100 feet of row). The non 
treated check plots averaged 12.2 
hits, and Terraclor 6.4 hits per 100 
fect of row. 

In terms of yield per acre, only 
Lorsban was close to Terraclor in 
yield increase over the non-treated 
check plots. Average yield for the 
three-year test showed a 300-pound 
per-acre advantage for Terraclor ver 
sus Lorsban, and more than 70 
pounds per acre versus both Mocap 
and Dyfonate. In some years, Terra- 
clor plots produced 1,000 pounds 
per acre more than plots treated 
with Mocap and Dyfonate. 

The tests further demonstrate 
that these soil-applied insecticides 
do have activity on white mold, but 
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this doesn't necessarily mean higher 
peanut yields, In 1985, for exam- 
ple, Dyfonate-treated plots had only 
about two more hits per 100 feet of 
row than Terraclor, but Terraclor 
plots produced 1,000 pounds per 
acre of peanuts more than the insec- 
ucide-treated plot. 

Peanut growers are most likely 
to benefit from Terraclor use in irri- 
gated fields with high yield poten- 
tial and a history of high white 
mold infection rates. The soil- 
applied insecticides, which are con- 
siderably I@ss expensive than Terra- 
clor, give growers a good alterna- 
tive on dryland peanuts where lesser 
comstalk borers are more likely to 
be a problem, and light to moderate 
white mold pressure exists. 


Garden Tips 


***Pick squash, cucumber and 
beans regularly so that they will 
continue to produce 

***Spray tomatoes weekly with 
Maneb or Daconil to control Early 
Blight. Tomato Fruitworm can be 
controlled with Sevin and Thurdi- 
cide 

*** High temperatures, especially at 
night, cause blossoms to drop from 
tomatoes, beans, cucumbers and 
peppers. Mulch plants and water 
regularly, fruit will set again when 
temperatures get a little cooler, 
***Plant cabbage, broccoli, cauli 
flower, collards and brussel sprout 
plants in August.
